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Class  History 


Primary  Training 

In  September  of  1940  there  arrived  at  Camp 
Hampton  seventy  new  recruits  for  specialized 
training.  They  were  formed  into  battalion  44  and 
were  to  go  through  four  periods  of  training  before 
completing  their  stay  at  Camp  Hampton.  Camp 
Commander  A.  E.  Rankin  and  Troop  Commander 
E.  F.  McClenahan  inspected  the  wide-eyed  rookies 
and  turned  them  over  to  the  top  sergeants  for 
formal  initiation  into  an  eager  battalion  of  buck 
privates.  Battalion  44  chose  as  their  spokesman 
Clifford  McBride  with  Bill  Beckman  and  Waldo 
Bender  supporting,  and  then  bravely  began  train¬ 
ing  under  such  able  lieutenants  as  Miss  Mann,  Miss 
VanLaningham  and  D.  W.  Zaiger.  A  bitter  loss 
was  suffered,  however,  when  near  the  end  of  the 
term  their  beloved  commander,  Captain  Edward 
McClenahan,  answered  a  call  to  serve  his  country. 

Basic  Training 

As  we  again  view  battalion  44  in  September 
of  1941  we  note  that  something  new  has  been 
added,  for  as  they  proudly  strut  down  the  corri¬ 
dors  of  Camp  Hampton,  newly  acquired  Pfc.  chev¬ 
rons  shine  forth  from  their  shoulders.  We  see 
Janet  Gutz  as  newly  elected  leader  with  Jean 
Beemer  and  Gene  Eitel  in  supporting  roles.  They 
also  have  a  new  commanding  officer  who  is  none 
other  than  genial,  jovial  C.  E.  Thomas,  who  is¬ 
sued  quarter  holiday  passes  as  an  incentive  to 
resist  evil  to  those  who  might  be  tempted  to  go 
A.  W.  O.  L. 

We  see  members  of  battalion  44  busily  mak¬ 
ing  plans  for  their  respective  futures,  when  over 
all  plans  roles  a  menacing,  dark  war  cloud,  chang¬ 
ing  plans  and  shattering  certain  ambitions.  Com¬ 
manding  Officer  C.  E.  Thomas  answers  the  call 
to  battle  along  with  various  others  from  Camp 
Hampton. 


Advanced  Training 

In  September  of  1942,  battalion  44  entered 
into  its  third  period  of  training  with  a  determined 
but  care-free  air. 

Its  ranks  had  been  somewhat  thinned  by 
flunks,  transfers,  and  Uncle  Sam,  but  it  proudly 


paraded  past  the  reviewing  stand  to  the  tune  of 
“Roll  Out  The  Barrel.”  The  leader  of  the  chival¬ 
rous  corporals  was  Shirley  Woodley,  attended  by 
Waldo  Bender  and  Gene  Eitel. 

Many  individuals  began  to  emerge  from  the 
ranks  as  outstanding  leaders  in  athletics,  art, 
drama,  music,  speech,  journalism,  science  and  com¬ 
mercial  fields.  The  new  commanding  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  to  Camp  Hampton  was  smiling,  friendly, 
hard-working  Duane  M.  Stewart,  who  introduced 
fatigue  duty  (K.  P.)  into  Camp  Hampton  under 
the  heading  of  “detention.” 

The  year  was  high-lighted  by  many  outstand¬ 
ing  athletic,  musical  and  social  events,  and  was 
climaxed  by  a  three-month  furlough  for  all. 

Combat  Training 

The  44th  batallion  composed  of  fifty-nine 
eager  and  willing  top  sergeants  proudly  entered 
their  fourth  period  of  training,  which  was  to  have 
sent  them  out  prepared  to  face  and  conquer  any 
foe  which  they  might  meet  in  life’s  great  battle. 
They  elected  as  their  captain,  Norman  Gulick, 
seconded  by  Helen  Brandt,  Delos  Lind  and  Bill 
Ressler. 

The  honor  and  glory  of  the  fighting  Forty- 
fourth  was  upheld  many  times  during  the  year  by 
its  members  heroically  distinguishing  themselves 
on  the  gridiron,  basketball  court,  baseball  dia¬ 
mond,  in  writing,  over  the  air,  and  through  drama, 
art,  music  and  scientific  research.  Because  of  the 
existing  war  conditions,  many  members  of  the 
44th  enlisted  in  or  made  plans  for  immediate  en¬ 
listment  in  the  various  men’s  and  women’s  serv¬ 
ices  of  the  United  States. 

The  final  training  period  rapidly  drew  to  a 
close,  crowned  by  exhilarating  dramatic  and  social 
events,  the  climax  of  which  were  final  commence¬ 
ment  exercises  from  whence  goeth  battalion  44 
ready  to  fight  the  battles  of  life  and  reinforce  the 
annuls  of  “Who’s  Who”  with  their  names.

nHya,  Pop/’  the  whole  gang  shouted  as  we  ran  into  the  band  room  at  three  minutes  to  eight  every 
Tuesday  and  Friday  morning,  hoping  we  could  get  our  music  and  instruments  out  before  he  tapped 
his  baton  to  start.  We  usually  made  it  on  time,  for  we  knew  if  we  didn’t,  he’d  give  us  one  of  his  speech¬ 
es,  which  he  enjoyed  giving  as  much  as  we  enjoyed  listening  to. 

Mr.  Griffen  gave  eleven  years  of  his  devoted  services  to  the  many  students  of  Hampton  high  who 
came  under  his  direction. 

He  came  to  us  from  Hartley,  Iowa,  where  he  had  won  first  for  his  band  thirty-two  consecutive 
times.  In  Hampton  he  led  our  band  to  victory  many  times  and  was  ever  on  the  alert  to  put  us  on  top. 

More  than  the  material  gains  are  those  ideals  and  ambitions  which  he  inspired  in  his  students, 
which  cannot  be  measured,  and  for  which  we  honor  him  now  in  this  year  book.  We  shall  all  carry  on 
where  he  left  off,  knowing  he  would  feel  that  his  work  had  never  ended. 

He  was  widely  known  throughout  the  Middlewest  and  was  former  president  of  the  Iowa  Bandmas¬ 
ter’s  Association.  He  wrote  six  sets  of  band  books,  including  Foundation  for  Band  Play,  a  best  seller.
